the Soviat Zone police as officers at an increased rate. 

Most of them have been line officers cf the lower grades who 
had received their comnisaions 2s enlisted men, and therefore 
may be more susveptible to the comnunist ideolory: 


With the exception of some especially capable ceneral stoeff 
officers, no officers descending from old German officer 
families ware called to join the Soviet sone police.
